to death if unable to bury it for 
good on the final passage roll call 
set for today. 


Governor Stevenson made an- 


other last-minute plea for the bill. 
But he declared he would use no 
pressure "to dictate" votes. 


Mayor 
Kennelly of 
Chicago, 


which would get a big share ot 
the tax, kept silent. 


Beady for Funeral 


As a result, high-ranking Demo- 


cratic leaders, including Jake Ar- 
vey, Chicago party boss, said the 
bill was "ready for the funeral. 


A 
combination 
of members 


against any new taxes and those 
against the proposed split of the 
n«w revenue stacked up as Dig 
enough to beat it. The oil lobby- 
ists claimed they had it licked. 


The bill squeaked through an- 


other tortuous preliminary vote 
test early this morning. 
But it 


failed a second time to get the 
minimum of 77 votes required for 
passage. 


It got 76 yet votes to keep it 


alive. All 76 were by Democrats 
There were 71 votes to kill it at 
the amendment stage, without 
further fuss or delay. All 71 were 
cast by Republicans. 


But among the 76 Democrats 


who stuck with the governor were 
nearly a dozen who told the house 
they would switch over and vote 
against the bill when it came for 
passage. 


The measure was advanced to 


passage stage at 1-45 a. m. 


Even though it looked like the 


bill couldn't pass, its arch foes ffl- 
ed protests against the legality 
of the second preliminary vote. 


They claimed the vote wasn't 


ended until after midnight, the 
deadline for such action. 
They 


said the house clock had been 
stopped and slowed down illegal- 
y by Stevenson lieutenants before 
the house ended a wild session and 


four hour fight von the bill at 


1:55 a. m. 


Vote was 78-71 


The 76-71 vote which kept the 


staggering gas bill on its wobbly 
legs was announced at 12.25 a. m. 


It was on a Chicago Democratic 


motion to defeat a motion by Rep. 
John Lewis (R-Marshall), the chiel 
filibustering foe of the measure. 
He had moved to cut the heart out 
of it by striking its enacting 
clause. 


The roll call had barely started 


when Democratic leaders read a 
new letter from Stevenson, simi- 
lar to one from him which help- 
ed get the bill tnrough tne senate 
last week with one vote to spare 


The governor said he isn't "satis- 


fied" with the way the senate bill 
would split up the $85,000,000 a 
year gas tax income between the 
state, the cities, the counties and 
townships. But he added' . 


"I have tried to reach an agree- 


ment but I have not succeeded and 
there is no time to reach an ideal 
permanent solution in this session. 


Governor Favors It 


"Because my views are not 


adopted to the last letter, I can- 
not oppose this legislation when 
the needs are so imperative ana 1 
immediate. 


"If we don't invest more money 


in our roads and streets now we 
will have to invest more later. 
Therefore I hope the bill will be 
enacted. 


"I have not and will not use 


the power of my office to dictate 
to members of the legislature how 
they are to vote. I can only tell 
them what I think and hope that 
our views will coincide." 


Amid wild confusion, the house 


later defeated, 119-16, an amend- 


ment proposal by Rep. David Hun- 
ter (R-Rockford), to increase the 
tax by only one cent, with all the 
extra income going to the state.

As judged by 
its principal leadership, the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America has been the 
recognized voice of modernism 
in this country, while this Council 
is becoming increasingly the out- 
standing voice of Biblical historic 
Protestantsm. 
Ideologically, po- 


litically and 
economically 
the 


leadership of the Federal Council 
has always been extremely left, 
which explains why there are few 
measures which communists and 
socialists advocate in our coun- 
try where the Federal Council is 
not a very active and vocal ally 
in trying to 
accomplish 
the 


passage of such legislation. The 
thrust of the Federal Council is 
vigorously anti-free*enterprise and 
pro-Marxian. 
Therefore, in per- 


fect consistency. 
the 
Federal 


Council has long been one of the 
most prominient advocates of un- 
scriptural pacifism to be found 
in this country. 
The Council's 


activities prior to World War U 
to defeat all adequate measures 
for national defenses has caused 
may to charge it with the guilt 
of the loss of much life on the 
part of our troops in the early 
days of the war, because of .poor 
preparation and poor equipment 
for the waging of modern war- 
fare. 


The American Council takes a 


sane attitude 
toward

realistic understanding of present 
world conditions and a correct 
interpretation of scripture fully 
justifies. This Council also vigor- 
ously opposes every 
form 
of 


totalitarianism which would de- 
stroy not only free enterprise but 
every other freedom as well. No 
longer i« the Federal Council able 
to ignore the American Council as 
it endeavored to do in the earlier 
days. The devastating expose of 
the infidelity and the unAmer- 
icanism of many of the Federal 
Council's foremost leaders has 
compelled that Council on more 
than one occasion in recent months 
to take the defensive. 
Because 


of the black record of the Federal 
Council its attempted defense is 
often such that it more fully ex- 
poses the depth of its guilt and the 
seriousness of its menace to the 
national welfare. American Coun- 
cil leaders have repeatedly chal- 
lenged Federal Council officials 
to open public debate. By more 
than a few people their consistent 
refusal to accept the challenge is 
coming- to be viewed as tanta- 
mount to a. acknowledgement of 
their inability to defend the Fed- 
eral Council successfully in any 
public contest.

If you were to read all of the 


bridge books printed, learn all 
of -the conventions and the dif- 
ferent plays, you still would have 
one more lesson to learn. And 
that is—there is no rule in bridge 
that should not be broken at 
times. 


One of the beginner's first les- 


sons is to play second hand low, 
but too often players who are 
capable of playing a good game 
just go on mechanically following 
such rules as second hand low. 


Let us look at today's hand. 


You hold the East cards and open 
the five of hearts. Your partner 
puts on the king and declarer 
wins the trick with the ace. Now 
he leads the deuce of diamonds. 
What do you play? The rule says 
second hand low, but before play- 
ing, stop and think. 


You know that declarer does 


not have the queen of diamonds, 
or he would have led it. 
There- 


fore, he is going to take the 
finesse, and your partner will win 
with the queen. But then when 
declarer gets in again, he will be 
able to finesse you out of both 
the king and ten of diamonds. 


Why not give him a little prob- 


lem? 
When he. leads the deuce 


of diamonds, jump up with the 
king. If declarer wins in dummy 
with the ace, more than likely he 
will come to his hand with 
spade. Then when he plays an- 
other diamond and you play low, 
he will have to guess whether to 
play the nine or jack from dum- 
my. If he guesses wrong, you will 
defeat the contract.

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Reciprocal Trade Pacts 


Up in Air; Blame Congress 


By JAMES MAKLOW , 


Washington, June 30— (AP)— 


The reciprocal trade agreements 
act dies tonight—at least for a 
while—because congress failed to 
get around to renewing it. 


This act is a cornerstone in our 


foreign policy. It was the first 
passed in 1934 under the guidance 
of President Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary of State Hull to build up 
better trade with other countries. 


It has been renewed repeatedly 


since then by congress, the last 
time in 1948 when it was made 
clear the act would die June 89, 
1949 unless congress acted to con- 
tinue it. 


Senate Dawdled 


Months ago President Truman 


told congress the deadline was 
approaching and the act should 
be renewed. The house approved 
it. But the senate has dawdled. 


Maybe in a month or so the 


senate will finally do something 
about it. In the end, congress is 
expected to continue the act for 


at least another year, maybe an- 
other three years. 


All this is a little embarrassing 


for this country and a group ol 
our trade experts. They are now 
in France with the representative* 
of 33 other countries, all trying 
to work out trade agreements. 


They have agreed on a number 


of deals—work on them goes back 
two years—and Mr. Truman has 
been able to start them moving by 
approving them. 


The trade agreements act gave 


him this power to approve. But 
Mr. Truman—in this case, the U. 
S.—can't okay any further deals 
at the French meeting after to- 
day, until the act is once more 
renewed by congress, whenever 
that is. 


Work Up In Air 


So the senate's tardiness leaves 


the work of the American ex- 
perts in France a little up in the 
air. Yet, these agreements are 
important 
in 
restoring 
world 


trade. 


The act means simply this: 


Th» U. S. will lower our tariffs 


on certain, agreed-upon goods im- 
ported from other countries pro- 
vided they reciprocate by lowering 
their tariffs on certain goods im- 
ported from us. 


We've made these agreements 


with 42 countries. 


For example: We may want 


wine from France, France wants 
machinery from us. We lower our 
tariffs on French wine coming in 
here. The French lower their tar- 
iffs on 
machinery 
going 
into 


France. 


We may not want French silk. 


The French may not want our rol- 
ler-skates. So we don't lower our 
tariffs on their silk. They don't 
lower their tariffs on our roller 
skates.

The report showed Miss Coward 


had not been raped and was not 
pregnant. 


Marino was unable to speak be- 


cause of acid burns on his mouth 
and throat when he appeared at 
the Riverdale police station with 
the dying girl in the rear seat. He 
motioned toward his car. Police 
found Miss Coward still alive. Her 
shoes were off and her dress was 
pulled up to her shoulders. Police 
and firemen were unsuccessful in 
attempting to revive her. Marino 
was nude except for shoes and a 
wet shirt wrapped arond his mid- 
die. 


Police said Marino related de- 


tails of the early morning attack 
by the two men at Victory 'lake, 
in suburban Dolton, about 15 
miles south of Chicago. He said 
one man grabbed him, took him 
to the lake and forced him to 
drink from a bottle. 


Forced Into Water 


He then forced him to go into 


the water "and kept me there un- 
to the other (man) took my girl." 
He said the man took money from 
his pockets and from Miss Cow- 
ard's purs*. He said he was in 
the water for an hour and a half 
and came out after he had heard 
the men drive away in a car.
